rv; whereas I ime; Delays, and 
doing nothing, arc the principal 
media of the latter. Hence ma 
calily be apprehended, what 1s 
meant by curing Diſcates by Ex- 
F'Uation, viz. T he applying of Re- 
medics, that do little hurt, and 
lels good, from which the Patient 
day by day truſtraneoufly cpect- 
ing relief, and benefit, is at Jait de- 
terrcd ſo long, that Nature, and 
Time have partially, or enrtircly, 
cured the Dilcaſe, which notwith- 
ſtanding the Phyliciar by fubtlety, 
cunning, and officioulſnels, doth 
commonly with ſuccels inf{tnnate, 
that the Peticnt is Debiror for his 
Life, and recovery, to the Doctor's 
Skill, Judgment, Mczhod, and Re-

by intruſting their Lives, and yield- 
ing obedience to moſt Phyſicians, 
of whom, or their Arr, they arc 
incapable of judging, by rcaſon of 
their being unacquainted with the 
inſide of their Perſons, and the ya- 
nities of their Profeſſion. 

2. Suppoſe your ſelf cured of an 
Apue, Catarrh, Sickneſs of Sto- 
mach, or twenty other Diſtem- 
pers, by taking twice or thrice a 
day, horrs mediczs, for ten days to- 
gcther,five grains of Tobacco-pipe 
powdcr, '{ which by a reputcd ho- 
ncſt, and moſt Learned Phytician, 
ſhall be hinced to be Ma iftery of

it was your abſtinence from Fleſh, 
and ſtrong Liqours, gave your Spi- 
rits leiture and opportunity, to di- 
geſt, ſeparate, and cxpell thoſe 
morbifhck Humours.

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Air, are cured of flight Diſtem- 
- pers, that are curable by Nature, 
and the Art of Expedation, in thc 
ſame ſpace of time the Doctors do 
require, to ſct up the rich. , As for , 
great Dilcaſes, where a truc mc- 
thod, and effcftual Remedics bc- 
come necefſary, more owe their 
Deaths to Phyſicians, than are prc- 
tendcedly cured by them, as Þ have 
more clearly, and faithtully ſhew- 
.cd in the Conclave, of Phyſicians. 
However, ir is to the Art of Exte- 
&ation Phyficians arc indebticd tor 
their Reputation; that , occaſions 
.the ignorant World | tro conrique 
the ule. of them... By. the way, 1 
have in, the preceding, Paragraph 
.only pro od a ſuppoſal, of Pip- 
kin, and Tobacco-pipe powder, 
which I now tell you, 1s nor a 
merum Juppoutum non. ſupponendum, 
but hath been knavithly pradtiſeg 
by ſome Phylicians, with a ſuc- 
ceis cqual ro what could have 
been expected trom a Magiſterv of 
I'carl, or an Aurum diaphoreticunt. 
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4. As for thoſe particulars, where- 
in 1 ſhall inftance the Exerciſe of 
the Art of Expettation, though they 
are not Pipkin powders, they arc 
very aualogal unto *em. In con- 
clufton, it che Art of Expeffation 
was not more univerſal than Me- 
dicine, whence doth it happen, that 
many Iliterates, as Gun-ſmiths, 
Heel-makers, regenerate high-way- 
men, ſome Apothecaries, and fome 
Surgeons, do cure a. far preater 
number than the chiefeſt of Phy- 
{icians, were it not, that they are 
equally $skill'd in the Art of — of 
fatiomn. Theſe Expedfation-Dodtors 
are the ſafe men, the good Chit 
drens Doftors, much in _ 
among ſome wiſe Women. T he 
are ſuch, as in difficulr Difeaſes kitl 
by omiſhon, and cure cafie Diſtem- 
pers, by ſeeming to do ſomerhing 
of no 1mportance.

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CHAP. II. 


Of the ſeveral Seds of Modern 
Phyſicians, 


1. TRom their Subjets many 

Trades arc obfcrved to mu- 
ruatc their diſtinction ; from Braſs 
the Brazicr ; from Steel or Iron, 
in French Fer, the Farrier, or ra- 
ther Ferrier , and from Pylick the 
Phyſician ; and from the contra- 
ction of all the three a very proper 
Nomenclature may be adapted to 
the plurality of conclave-Dottors, 
2123. a Brazen-Ferner-Phy/ician. To 
this univertal diſtinction a more 
ſpecihck ſub-diſtinftion, abſtracted 
trom the particular matter they 
operate upon,ſeemsnccetlary. Some 
wholly dedicating themiclves to 
Iron or Steel, and Syrup ot Steel, 
make uſe of irs cfforts againſt all 
Ditcaſcs, and do juſtly deterve the 
Title of Farrier-Deefors , others ap- 
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8 The Art of curing Diſeaſes 
plying the Milk Dict, or Aﬀes Miik 
to all their Patients, may be dig- 
nihed withthe Nameof Aſs-Doctors. 
A third fort, giving themſelves 
over to. the eluirs Powder, will 
be called - Zeſuitica-Dodfors, fſourbs 
from the top to the bottom. A 
tourth, ſeldom miſs recommend- 
ing their Clicnts to Tunbridg or Dul- 
{eds Waters, as if they pretended 
to be Dull-head Phyſuians. Blced- 
ing 1s prefered by ſome in all cates, 
that are Butcher-Dottors, IT he laſt, 
who are the moſt numerous, aycr 
ail Dittempers arc to be cxpell'd 
at the Fundament, and thelc arc 
the T--rd Dottors, Here the Arr 
of Phyſick, Monfter like, appears 
ro walk upon fix Legs, though 
every Phylician ſtands but upon 
one, yet not lo firmly, bur is aptto 
be totrer'd by every {light Diſtem- 
per, and adifliculr one throws him 
down to the Ground, whence he 
calily, like a Juglcr,ttarts up again, 
and recovering his one Leg, claps 
his Wings, and crows huntclt Con- 
qQUCFOL 
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queror of the Ditcaſe, thongh with 
an ulurp'd_T tie. 

2. For the good of the common 
Cauſe, thete Phyiicians, though 
debauch'd into ditfercnt Methods of 
Practice, all make a conlort in one 
Cant, that by their tcdulous ditco- 
verics it Anatomy, ( as Circulati- 
on, Milkie Veſſels, Warterdudts , 
nervous Liquor, nutrictous anc 

ancreatick Juyces, ferments in the 
hroat, Stomach, Liver, Heart; 
Brain, Spleen, Kidnies, andincve- 
ry part, as far. as'the litcle Foc; 
belides a hundred little: particulas 
ries; of no other uſethan'the Theo- 
ry of the Spots in. the Moow ) they 
have ſo far out-ſtarted all the: An- 
cients, that they have exalted their . 
Art to the higheft Pinacle or «wu, , 
which before was ſcarce an Embryo , 
and all this to enchant: you into a 
firm faith of their Abilities, to bair 
and allure you into their Phylick 
Ners. Bur to ſpeak the truth, they 
are much ſhort of the Candor, Hao- 
neſty,, Modclty, Learning, and In- 
B 5 dultry, 
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duſtry, the Ancients uſed, in ma- 
king their Obſervation on Diſca- 
ſes,and Remedies, which was ſuch, | 
that they found, that abſtinence, 
and lying ſtill ( that is, doing no- 
thing, and being SpeCators of Na- 
cure) cured more Diſtempers, than 
all their Interruption by Phylick ; 
which rule you find very oft cn- 
joyned by Hippecres, Galen, and Cel- 
ſus, throughout all their Works ; 
ſo that where theſe modern Adven- 
rurers pretend to cure one Diſeaſe, 
hey, by being SpeRators only, cu- 
red an hundred, which in effect 
was nothing, but being Adors of 
the Art of curing Dilcaſes by Ex- 
pectation,

Of the Ferrier- Doors, with the 
good and miſchievous FfjeTs of 
dteel. | 


2 HE Ferrier-Dotfors arc ran- 

ged in the tront by vulgar 
Opinions, and the tranſnmnutation 
of Iron into Gold is in nothing motc 
apparent, than in the exchange of 
their Steel Medicines into golden 
Fees. The effects derived from the 


various principles of Iron, opera- 


ting according to the diſpolition of 
tubjc&ts they meet with in the bo- 
dy, prove as oft fatal and pcrni- 
cious, as ſeldom happy and hoped + 
for; a powerful deterſive, and diu- 
retick, is obſerved in the Sulphur of 
Sree], when it encounters with an 
acid in the humors, proper to in- 
CItE 1t tO combat, otherwiſe ir unites 
with the vitriolick Salt, and both 
run into a cement, whuch adding 
a {iron- 
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a ſtronger faſtncſs ro Obſtruftions, 
doth trequently bungup the Veſſels 
entirely. Judgment and Experi- 
ence arc in no calc ulctul, as in 
adapting this Mineral to proper 
Conſtifucions. Ir is more bruted 
tor the killing, then curative part 
it you hir the mark right in the 
choice of it, you may perform a 
cure very wonderful; if you mils, 
the event 1s deplorable. Inſtances 
ot the hrlt kind are by far exceeded 
in number by the latter. 
By three or four large blecdings 
( as I remember ) avviied by a 
Coach-butcher-Dodfor to Sir R. Bovy, 
labouring under a Quartan, and 
by as many Purges ( whercot the 
leaſt operated between forty and 
tifty rimes ) preſcribed by a ſublc- 
quent T=--r4-Dodor, the Patient was 
thrown into all the Kinds of op 
fie, with a continuation of the 
Ague, notwithſtanding the ule of 
the Jeluics Powder in all its forms 
and quantitics, From the Head 
to the Toc a more mon{trous cede- 
matous 
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matous protuberance wasſcarce poſ- 
{ible, his Belly ſo extrcamly filld 
with Water, and Wind cſpecial- 
ly, that would have ſupported him 
from ſinking in any River ; his 
Age was almoſt decrepid, his Ap- 
petite little or nothing, and his 
tcebleneſs anſwerable to all Cir- 
cumſtances. T hoſe cathartick Re- 
medies, which the whole band of 
Phylick-men have,and do hitherto 
crroncoully depend on, would take 
no place in a diſtempcr they had . 
cauted. Tapping mult haye pro- 
ved ſpeedily terminative. 

2. Through the uſe of Chaly- 
beats varioutly mixt with Diurc- 
ticks and Dcterſtves, he was in few 
Weeks reduced to his former pro- 
portion of Body, which was lean, 
thin, and lank, his ſtrength return- 
ed, with his appetite, and good di- 
geltion ; nothing remained, but the 
iwclling of his Legs, though conti- 
derably leflened, which was diſcul(- 
ſed by a lixivial Fomentation. His 
burden of Scrofitics 1 oblſcryed was 
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14 The Art of curing Diſcaſes 
daily lefſened by large quanticies 
of Urine, and inſenlible Perſpira- 
tions. Thegreateſt trouble I found 
at the beginning, in the cure of his 
Ague,which was cfte&ed by a Pow- 
der not unuſual. What could be 
here ſucceſsfully expedted from 
Steel, was attained in all its parts, 
the ſulphurous particles, in their 
abſterſit and diurerick offices, kept 
even pace with the ſalin in the cor- 
roboratif and reſtrictive, whereby 
the Bowels were reſtored to their 
priſtin firmneſs, and compa tex- 
ture, and-the Humors reduced to 
a mediocrity in ſubſtance, remper- 
ament, and fluidiry. But in a hun- 
dred occaſions Stecl is obſerved ro 
be rctrograde, through ignorance 
of proper application to Bodies and 
Diſcales. 

3. Some few years paſt, a Lady 
brought her Daughter from Read- 
ing tide to London, accompanied 
with her Doctor in ordinary, who 
juſtified his Steel courſe by a ſenileſs 


recital of Authors, and other of his 
Phy- 
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by Expe@ation. I5 
Phyſick Companions, in endea- 


vouring thereby to procure her 


_— to whoſe non-appearance 


at their due times and ſeaſons, he 
imputed a Cachezia, and pale co- 
lour, that injured her Complex1on. 
Three Weeks or a Months pro- 
greſs in chat method had entirely 
cxtinguiſh'd her Appetit, thrown 
her into an HeQick Fever, and a 
Cough ſo imporrune, that would 
not ſuffer her: ſcarce to breathe or 
{pcak. 

4. The ſalts of her Humours 
cloſing with the vitriolique of the 
Steel, withour looſning and unty- 
ing the ſulphurous particles from 
them, united their torce of bind- 
ing, drying, and damning up all 
the Humours, that by regurgitati- 
on were umpelled into the Lungs 
and Bowels, which being now 
choak'd up by ſuch a cementing 
Remedy,what was here to be done ? 


Nothing that I could think more 


certain than a prognoſtic, that a 
tew days would pur a pcriod to her 
Life, 
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Life, and to the Steel courſe alſo. 
T his Ferrier-DoCtor. would needs 
turn Aſs-Doctor, and' abandon his 
Patient to Aﬀes Milk, at 'Chel/zy, 
where in leſs than a week her hour- 
glaſs was run out. 
. Another cale I remember of 
a Merchant in Londin, whom a 
Ferrier Phyſician pretending tocure 
of a Chronical cough, that had ac- 
companicd him twelve or fourteen 
years, preſſed a ſolution of Stcel 
upon him thirty days or longer, 
which indeed had much abarcd the 
Cough, bur alſo had render'd him 
ſo hoarſe, that a Mouſe could not 
have heard him (ſpcak, at a yards 
diſtance, betides the loſs of Appe- 
tite and Strength. I advisd the Pa- 
tient to take leave of his Ferrier and 
his Secel, mnleſs he intended to'ſtop 
up his Lungs, and defiſt - from 
breathing. Much ado he regair'd 
his old Cough, which being fo an- 
tiquated, a/Cure ought never to be 
attempted beyond palliation, and 
upon a-{detcrioratton through -a 
| new 
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new Cold, or addition of a recent 
defluxion, beyond ſome lenifying 
or ſmoothing peCtorals, an old 
Cough bearing the Office of a 
Pump, or an Iflue, which with the 
ſuperfluities of the Lungs, throws 
outthe Crudities of the whole mals, 
the retention whereof would other- 
wiſe ſwell and choak theſe pulmo- 
nick Bellows. 

So true it 1s, as ſome certain pe- 
Ctorals are the lite of the Lungs, 
that Steel, and all chalybeat Medi- 
Cincs are a certain bain unto them, 
the roughneſs and adftringent fa- 
culries of its vitriolick Salt, which 
they contain in a ſuperlative de- 
gree, ſtraitning and contraCting in 
procels of time the whole pneuma- 
tick Engine to a total ſuppreſſion. 

G. Fron the ——— Para- 
graph flows naturally this obſcr- 
vation, that where Lungs are he- 
reditarily aſthmatick, or adventi- 
tioutly to, by univertally infpi- 
ring, a thick ſmoaky foggy Air 
about London, which trom the drip- 

ping 
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ing fits of the Climate in the 
iccr, proves no other all En- 
gland over; Steel Remedics cither 
in a dry or moiſt form, as Iron- 
waters, and Syrup of Stcel ought 
to be regarded with a very {quint 
ſuſpicious Eve, and never called in 
uſe where the greateſt necefſiry 1s 
not the chiefeſt indicant.

Reciting a farther enumeration of 
the miſchiefs of Steel, with a ve- 
ry eminent ſuppoſed caſe.

if peradventure the Humours do 


not ſublime, they will be compact- 
cd into immedicable Obſtrutions, 
and moſt obſtinate Infar@ions. 


Where ſuch Medicines encounter 
with Youth, their Vigour poſſt- 
bly may ſubjugate their roughneſs, 


and menaced Miſchiefs, which in 
thoſe that are turned of forty, do 


very frequently enſue, cither ſoon 


after, or upon a delay of a few 


years, and may cally be traQt back- 
wards tothe Steel Original,whence ' 
they will evidently be found ro 


rake their ſource; neither are you 


here to expe& an enumeration 
of all ſuch like caſes, which I

expoſes them cither to be groſly 
ignorant, ( as appears by what 1s 
maniteſt before concerning an Apo- 
plexy ). or very finiſterly defign- 
ing, if not in all, at leaſt in the 
Babylonian Leaders, whom the reft 
calily will follow for large com- 
penſations, or to prevent being by 
them kick'd out of ſo honourable 
an Employ. Ir is probable, the 
whole Chorus nor arriving toge- 
ther, the firſt come, upon the {1ghr 
of ſuch an effroyable ſymptom, 
either being nor ſufficiently skilful, 
or not taking time to examine in- 
to: the caſe, might miſtake it for 
an Apoplexy, and too precipitant- 
ly adviie bleeding, to make room 
in the: Vefſels for the Blood to 
move,. and conſequently ro pre- 
vent ſtagnation, and coagulation.

hammering his Sentiment into.cve- 
ry one of the Phyſicians called in, 
upon their firſt arrival; who cither 
out of a Complement, or falſe con- 
ception of the caſe communicated 
unto them, or untrue relation of 
the thing, or their proper 1gno- 
rance and unskiltulneſs, being de- 
coyed or fallen into the ſame opi- 
nion, are bound. to juſtific the firſt 
Phylician and themſelves, and one

In cfte&, a Phylici- 
an is as much Maſter of your Life 
as any Prince in the Univerſe of 
the Eſtate of his Subje&ts. The 
hotter Climates arc futficicntly 
pregnant of Examples, where the 
Medico is made the chief machine 
by his occulc Medicines, to tranſ- 
fer great Perſonages into another 
Orb; he beſt knows how to lacker 
and lay a Vernith over thoſe dirc- 
ful ſfurvening Convullions, Synco- 
pees, Dyſenecrics, and lingring Fe- 
vers, by charging them on Fer- 
mentations of dormant Humors, 
malicious Lunations, and Intcm- 
peratures of the Seaſons. Inſtances 
of this fort of, Praftice are numc- 
rous, of Ancigit, and trethcr date. 
In the Lite off Luis the Eleventh, 
Meſeray records the King of Arr- 
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eon's eldeſt Son poſted to his Tomb 
by a Bolus, given him by his Phy- 
tician, whom his Mother-in-Law, 
upon fomeditterence berween them, 
had by a very tempting Fee im- 
bark'd in that defign. Ceſar Bor- 
gia owed the Execution of his 
chiefeſt Exploits of this Nature to 
a Phyſician, that was |

ſuch an abundance of faners of Paris. 
poiſonous Atchicve- 

ments by Phyſicians, that it's need- 
leſsro charge this ſmali Tra with 
their recital.

Relating a moſs ſignal Example 
of a knaviſh Phyſician, with an 
Innuendo,that abandance of that 
Profeſſzon are of the very ſame 


ſtamp. 


'f de the preceding Diſcourſe it's 
avowed, that rhe fond con- 

cem for Lite, and fenſeleſs credw- 
lity of an umbragions afhftance, 
throw a man oft into a Precipice 
of a ccrtain Death, attended with 
ſcorn and contempt of his Judg- 
ment, by taſtning his hopes upon 
ſome brazen Phylician or other, 
an inſtance whercof we have the 
more remarkable, as verihed in a 
Perion the molt Rus and tres-adwis 
Prince of his time , Luzs the Ele- 
venth King of Fraxce; and the read- 
ing of that paſſage not being lels 
ttoniſhing, than 1t Is common 1n 
Pcrions 
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Perſons of the higheſt degree, and 
confummated Accomplithments , 
puts an obligation upon me to trans- 
ter it hither. The continuated em- 
baras of mind in reducing a moſt 
diſordered People ro tranquillity, 
had at length by ſympathy rcndred 
his Body very crazy, which gavec 
his Phyſicians frequeat occations 
for Conlultation. 

2. Jaques Cottier a Burgundian, to 
make his marks to bear in the ab- 
ſence of the other rwo (wacreat the 
one was a Scots Phylician, taken 
after the battcl of Nancy, wherein 
the Duke of Burgundy was killed, 
and was retained by Louys for his 
tamed Honeſty and Learning ; the 
other was Draconrs Beaucaire, Pro- 
feffor and Chancellor of the Uni- 
verliry of Montpelier ) perceiving 
the Kings fear of death, and his 
{ollicitoutnels tor recovery, had ex- 
torted this queltion from him, 
whether he could cure him ? Cot- 
tier, a man of little Learning, and 
elevated to this high poſt in Phy- 

+2 ctr, 
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ſick, by the Favour and Recom- 
mendation of the Duke of Sazyy, 
anſwered him yes , provided he 
would ſolely intruſt him ; and in 
doing ſo he would do much better, 
in regard the other Phylicians did 
not know his temperament ſo well 
as he; for as to him, ever ſince he 
had bcen in his Service, he had 
ſtudied nothing, but to know his 
Conſtitution, and that the others 
did not much regard that, and did 
not acquit themiclves of their du- 
ty ; minding nothing bur to enrich 
themſelves, deſiring the King nat 
to reveal to the others the advice 
which he gave him. Burt as to him- 
iclf, that he would be conſtantly 
near his Perſon, tearching by in- 
duſtrious Readings, at the hours of 
his leiture, among the Ancient Au- 
thors, Remedics tor his Sickneſs, 
And the more he thought on his 
Ditcaſe , the more difficulty he 
found to cure it. Alto that he had 
ſucccisfully terved the King ſeveral 
times, and that without him he 


had ;

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had not bcen alive, for as much as 
the other Phylicians had oft or- 
derd him Purges, and other ſtrong 
and violent Medicines, and that he 
alone had privately corrced their 
Preſcriptions. He did further per- 
fuade him, to command that no 
body ſhould come into his Cham- 
ber hence forward , without the 
leave of the foreſaid Cottter, and by 
this means did ſecure the Govern- 
ment of the Kings Perſon to him- 
ſclf. | 

2. And to inſinuate better thence 
forward into the Kings Favour, 
he did confederate himſelf with 
Olwwier le Dain his Barber, but a man 
very ignorant, though the King 
was much adviſed by him. This 
Barber confirmed the King in what 
the Phyſician had told him, and 
by the ſame means he pur the 
Apothecary in ordinary in disfa- 
vour, having reported to the King, 
that he never had good Drugs, 
whereby he was caſhicr d with a 
great deal of d _ Saith Lurs 
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Guion (from whom, and Z7ean de 
Serres this Relation is cxtracted ) 
one may ealily ſee how Princes 
very often arc ſubject to be deceive 
by talſe Reports. | 
4. The King grew fo ___ 
that when they had brought little 
Lyons from Africa, which he had 
expreily ſent tor he would never 
{ce them. One day among the reſt 


the King was peeviſh, and took a | 


tanlic to diſcharge one that waited 
upon him in his Chamber, becauſe 
he had given him warm Priſan to 
drink, and faid angerly, that he 
- Gid not only diſcharge him, but 
all the Officers of his Houſe. And 
Jaques Cottier, who was there pre- 
tznr, told him, I know very well 
Fre, that vou underſtand I ſhall be 
comprehended among them, bur ] 
G0 atſure you, ſwearing a great 
Oach, thar atter I am gone, vou 
will not live cight days, and this 
will be found truc. The King was 
fo trightned with the words of this 
man, that from rhence forward he 


put » 
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put all, both his Perſon, and his 
Kingdom, and all that he had, 
into the Power ot the ſaid Phylici- 
an, and would no more ſce, net- 
ther his Children, nor Wite, to 
which his Phyſician had contribu- 
ted very much, 

5. A great Gentleman of Cam- 
pargne, Who was called Cortenay, 
had committed cwo Murders, com- 
ing to Court to procure a Pardon, 
obtaincd it by the Interceſſions this 


| Phyſician made to the King. The 


Chancellor then having rctuſed to 
ſeal this Pardon, being granted 
againſt all Equity; which being 
come tothe Kings knowledge, cau- 
{ed the Seals to be brought to him 
and madethe Phyitcianc ottier Lor 
Keeper of the Seals, and: che Chan- 
cellor was ſent home with a grcat 
deal of diſgrace, | 
6. Ir hapned, that for ten or 
rwelve days this new Chancellor 
received bur little money by the 
Seals, whereof: he made- his Com- 
plaint ta rhe King, who was: lick, 
* 4 that. 
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that he got nothing, in regard he 
neyer ſtird from him, and that 


he uſed to get a great deal of mo. 
ney by Conſultations and Vitus he | 


made to the tick, before he was 
confined to be always ncar him, 
and that he pray'd him to take no- 
rice of that, and of his Merits, 
This King who believed that his 
Lite did entirely depend upon this 
Phyfician, fearing that he would 
abandon him , made his Privy 
Purſe ( Threſorier de Peſparene ) give 
him in ready money fifty wb 
thouſand Crowns, ( which in thofe 
days 'was as' much as fix or ſeven 
hundred thouſand Crowns now ) 
and ſhould have had much more, 
if more had been found in his 
Coffers, for looking after him on- 
iy five Months. Mezeray, as I re- 
member, agrees in the ſame Sum 
of Money. Morcover, he cauſed 
ro be given unto his Nephew the 
Biſhoprick of Amens, and all his 
Friends and Relations were pro- 


vided with brayec and great ar 
fuch 
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ſuch as he liked beſt. The King, 
being {ick, lect him do what he 
would, and durſt not contradict 


him in any wile. 


7. The King grew ſo thin and 
dried up, that he ſcemed to be 
rather a Skeleton, than a man, and 
all chrough the 1gnorance of this 
Phyſician ; for his dry Melancho- 
ly Body ought to have been moiſt- 
ned, and moderately warmcd by 
Nouriſhment, as well as Medicines ; 
and whereas he uſually ask'd for 
Wine, and boild Capon, this 
wretched Phylician would never. 
allow him auy, though neverthe- 
lels very proper for his Health. 
Mezeray tells you, that by his Phy- 
{icians advice, he uſed to be bathed 
in Chitxens Blood to ſweeten his 
Humors. Cottter at laſt preſcribed 
him ſtrong Pertumes to tmoaKk his. 
Cloaths and Hair , which bcing 
uſed very often, threw the King 
into Convullions and Swoonings. 
Bur ſometime beforc, his ſears of - 


Death increaſing, moyed him ta 
= take: 
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take hold of another Remedy as 
deccirful and vain as his uſing 
( as De Serres [tiles him ) an odt- 
ous impudcnt audacious Phylician 
much like moſt other pretende 

Do&ors. One Sen Lawvardin per- 
ceiving the King was gulled out 
of his Life, was reſolved at any 
rate to ſec him, and told the Phy- 
fician, the King ought to be con- 
fefled, and to receive the Holy Sa- 
crament, and that he knew him to 
be near his end. But the Phyltici- 
an told him, that he knew that as 
well as another , and that there 
was danger to ſpeak to him of it, 
in regard he had been afraid of 
Dearh this half year, and that if 
he were ſpoken to abour thoſe mat- 
ters, he would certainly dye of 
fear. Neverthelcſs Lavardin ſpoke 
aloud to the King, that if he would 
be cured, he ought to make his 
Confecſhon every week, and receive 
the Holy Sacrament of the Altar, 
and that his Father being an hun- 
dred year; old, and ſickly, had re- 


cciyed | 
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ceived his Health by that means. 
The King being perſwaded, faid, 
that he did agree to it, provided 
it was through a certain religious 
Fricr, named brother. Philip, anci- 
cnt, and of a- good Lite, and who - 
was noiſed to be Learned, and was . 
Monk of the Abby of Saint Martin. 
He being arrived, in conteſſing of 
him did remonſtrate to him, he.- 
ought to ask pardon for all the 
Murders and Ravages which he 
had cauſed ro be conumurred during 
his Life; and advited him, as far 
as was pofhble, ro make recom- 
pence, where it could be done. . 
Among ather things, that thate of 
the Fraxche cante complained, tho": 
they were almoſt all reduced to his 
Obedicnce, neverthelte(s his. Soul- 
dicrs committed the molt deteſta- 
ble Inſolencies, that could be ima- 
gined ; remonſtrating unto: him... 
that if Gad had ſpoken to his go 
Servanc David, that he ſhould ne- 
ver inhabit rhat glorious Templc, 
which he would build to his Dedi- 
CATOIL, . 
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cation, becauſe hc had ſhed ſo much 
hitman 'blood by his Wars, and 


cauſed innumerable As of Hoſti- } 


liry to be done; that God would 
therefore in this manner withdraw 
himſclf from the Holy Sacrament, 
which he would adminiſter unto 
him, and condemn him to Dam- 
nation ; wherctore he ought to 
cauſe his men to ceaſe uſing any 
more ſuch ways, and to. reſtore 
che Taxes of the Kingdom co the 
ſame ſtarc he found them, for the 
People were cxtreamly impover- 
it'd; and the molt part of them 
dead through want. He anſwer'd, 
he was fo far from repenting of 
thoſe Ravagements and. Saccages 
done in Burgundy, that he was cx- 
rreamly ſorry, all the Land of the 
Duke of Burgundy was not in the 
fame Eftate ; and as for the I axes 
and Sublidicy which he had impo- 
po on the People., as ſoon as 
1C. was. cured of his Diſtemper 
( not elſe ) that he 'would rake 
them off; nothing clſe could be 

got 


) 
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ot from him.” . Wherefore ſceing 
hi Obſtinacy, for fear he ſhould 
dye without Confeſſion, and with- 
out having taken the Holy Sacra- 
ment, they prayed the good reli- 
gious Fricr to give him Abſolution, 
and the Communion, which he 
did. ( But I do not read, chac hc 

reaſed his Temples to make him 
flip calily through Purgatory. ) 
Atterwards they gave him ſome 
ſmall matter ro:.car, bur he'could 
not, by reaſon.:of a great ſtink, 
he faid, which roſe from his Body 


to his Brain; therefore he com- 


manded they ſhould ſmoak him 
with: Perfames, which they did a 
great while, and he gave up the 
Ghoſt in recciving of them ; and 
behold ( faith Guion ) how he dyed 
ſ{moakr all over like an old Fox. 

8. His Phylician Zaques Cotter, 
after the death of the King, retirec 
to his Houſe, enrich'd with a year- 
ly Revenue of. five and twenty 
thouſand Livers, the value of 
which was more at that. _ , 

than 
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than now thirteen or fourteen 
thouſand pounds Sterling. It was 
certified by the: return of the ac- 
counts of the I reaſurers de Þ Eſpar- 
gne, that he had received from 
them fourſcare and cighteen thou- 
ſand Crowns. 

9g. Charles the Eighth, the ſup- 
on Son of the forementioned 

ing, ( for ſaith Mexyeray , moſt 
People did tuſpe& that he was 
ſuppoſirious ) cauſed hum. to: be 
proſecuted , ro make Reſtitution 
of his Eſtate, as arifting from Gitrs 
exccfhve, and paſſing all Reaſon. 
Bur the King being buftied in ma- 
king ready for his Journey to Na 
ples, and in raifting ot Money, Cutter 
gave him fifty thouſand Crowns 
as Money lent, and fo they ler fall 
the. Proſecution againſt hum. His 
Conſort the Barber, Olivier above 
"=" of, was hanged for Mur- 
ther. 

10. T he conſequence of the pre- 
ceding Relation will incline =—4

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ons. I. Fhat Princes, and other 
great Perſons are not ſeldom {crved 
with the worſt of Phyſicians, and 
that exceſſive Liberalities do nor 
add fo much vigour to their Care 
or Diligence, as growrh to their 
Avarice; and its inſatiability doth 
commonly draw a Diſeaſe mto its 
cateſt length ; and ſoa ſtring roo 
extended frequently breaking, 
unawares Death may be uſhercd in, 
and prove the purchaſe of tran- 
ſcendent Fees. 2. That the mon- 
ſtrous fame of the greateſt Phylici- 
ans isa chain of favourable, though 
erroneous Reports, linkd from the 
Beggar to the Gentleman', and 
thence to the Prince. J. Thar 
Priefts or Jcfuirs, and Phyſicians 
uniting, have a moſt puiſlant aſ- 
cendent on the faculrics of the Soul 
and Body of the ſick (whether they 
be the moſt i}luſtrious, mott noble, 
honourable, or ignoble) and thence 
deriving adeſpotick command over 
their Eſtates , Secrets, and Lives, 
are formed into- moſt cxquilte 
Tools, 
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Tools, to acquire, ropagate, and 
eſtabliſh unto his Popiſh Holineſs 
an univerſal Empire over Chri- 
{tendom ; who, to add a greater 
energy to. theſe Organs, has mar- 
thall'd both the one and the other, 
chroughout all 7aly, into ſeparate 
Colledges of Jcſuits and Phytici- 
ans, knowing that 22s unita eſt for- 
tior. Behold then an inſtance of 
thoſe two influences, how admira- 
bly. they conſpire into one effec. 
The Emperor Charles the Fifth, 
for over-matching Francis the Firſt, 
was by the pious Arguments of 
a Frenchehic _ , authorized 
thereunto by his balancing Holi- 
neſs, periſwadcd to quit his I hrone 
for to enter into a Monaſtery , 
whence the Rays of his declining 
Glory ſtil] continuing a warmth 
in the AﬀecCtions of his Spaniſh Sub- 
jzeas, had kindled a moft tervent 
delire of having their Prince re- 
ſtored ; but in preyention of this, 
to acceleratc his courle below their 
Horizon, the Jctuit Confeflor re- 

doubles 
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doubles his maccrating penance of 
Vigilies, Ave Mary LeEtures, and 
other Caſtigations. The Convent 
"_——_— ſubſtralts from his Dict, 
and depauperates his dryed Limbs 
by Purgations ; ſo that by the 

armony of theſe two State In- 
ſtruments the moſt potent Mo- 
narch, and witſeſt Prince of that 
Century was very curſorily redu- 
ced to a materia prima, T his was 
un trait achev: de la politigue. Adri- 
an the Emperor, as relateth Peter 
Meſſias , was by his Phylicians 
whereot he had many , adviſed 
not to cat or drink, and being fa- 
mith'd to death, dyed with the 
Expreſſion of a common ſaying in 
his Mouth, Turba Medicorum inter- 
fecit Fegem, that is, a crowdof Phy- 
{icians have kill d the King.

Orc are the ways that lead 

to the Gibber. than to the 
Church; the antiquated venefick 
Methods are render'd obſolete, by 
the refined Invention of Circular 
on, through which bare-fac'd, and 
by the light of the Sun, the ſame 
end is attained, as juſtifiable by 
innocency of the Medicines, as ft 
niſterly impoſed on the inadverti- 
zed populace. Suppoſe an elder 
Brother decurabenr of a continual 
Fever; a doſe or two of Extraitum 
Rudi, ( a Medicive in repute 
among Dofctors and Patients ) ad- 
viſed under the Hand and Seal of 
a gray-bearded Phyſician, ſmart- 
ly encouraged by Aurum portable, 
in very few days anſwers the Ex- 
pecta- 


—_ _—_—— 
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pcCtation of the younger Brother, 
malicioully aſpiring to the Succel(- 
{ion of the felt born. Wohar pre- 
tence hath the Law, the Kindred, 
or clamor of the World againſt 
the Phyſician, or his Medicine , 
which in this caſe, and ſeveral 
others, doth as feldom miſs, as 
the moſt celebrated Poyſon? Bleed- 
ings admiaiſtred long after the firſt 
kindling of a Fever of the ſame 
kind, do as commonly give the 
fatal blow to the ſuccumbing Spr- 
rits, without danger of a repartec 
from the Standers by. A Wo- 
man reduced: to long weakneſs 
through continvance of opiniatre 
hyſterick Firs, by the ſwallowing 
down ofa ſtrong purgative, though 
in a very ſmall doſe, eſpecially it 
with Repctitions, is infallibly ha- 
ſtened ro her Tomb ; in which 
particular it is im the power of 
the Medico, ro oblige the Husband, 
or Father in leſning his charge, 
without hazard of Reputation, or 
a neceſſity of giving an account = 

1s 
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his Collegues, or the World, of 
ſuch Practice : for whar in the 
Phyſician through ignorance , or 
crror in Judgment, and in the Pa- 
tients and Nurſcs, or Attcndants, 
by rcaſon of neglect, may cxtenu- 
ate the Crime, or hide the misfor- 
tune, is in the power of the Do- 
Ctor to att intentionally, and wil- 
fully, (when ſufficiently grarified ) 
and yer remain ſecure under the 
Pretences forementioned. 'T'o in- 
ſtance all the modes of giving Pa- 
tients their diſpatches, would be 
compiling a great Volume, and 
therefore conclude it ſufficient to 
have given you juſt before that 
in caution, to which Parti- 
culars may caſily be reduced.

HEdiſtill'd Waters of Borraze, 
Bugloſs, Endive, pram Den- 
delion, Porſlain, Lettuce, and the like, 
in caſte, ſmell, and thcir other ſup- 
poſed qualities, do little or nothing 
exceed thoſe of River water dilti}- 
led, -and operate Icls in cooling , 
moiſtning , and other requilites , 
than this laſt Element. And a 
Phyſician is in nothing more de- 
ceived, 
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ceived, or impoſes more grofly 
on his Patients, than in preſcribing 
the diſtilled Waters of Oaken buds, 
Horſtails, Plantain, Shepherds purſe, 
Milfoil, knot Graſs, 4c. tor ad({trigti- 
on and repulſion, that quality be- 
ing chiefly reſident in their terre- 
{trial parts, which never aſcend- 
ing ſo high as the Alembic head, 
cannot be thought to paſs by dt 
ſtillation ; wherefore the Preſcri- 
ber is cxtreamly blamcable for his 


error of Judgment, in not prefer- 


ring the decottion of thoſe ftmples, 
whereby their aſtringeat qualitics 
are apparently to the raſte, com- 
municated to the Liquor, in a de- 
gree as high or low as anſwers 
the proportion of the Ingredients, 
The fame error is committed in 
the diſtillation of Comfrey, Mallows, 
Marſhmallows, Snails, Muſcels, Earth 
worms, and of all others, whoſe 
chief effects are performed by a 
lenitying ſmoothing mucilage, that 
can no other way be extracted, 
than by cxprefſhion, or decoction ; 

where- 
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whereas the weight of thefe mw- 
cous Particles is an undoubted ob- 
ftacle ro'their riting ſo high as the 


Alembic. ' Can any thing be more 


— —_ ro = Nettles. 
ground Ivy, Fumitory, Agrimony, or 
Speadwel, whoſe ſuperfluous inftpid 
Phlegm is only colle&ed in drops, 
to ſerve for no other ulc, than to 
fill up _ that are to be cmpti- 
ed at the next return of the ſpring 
into the Canels? One ounce of the 
Juyce of Nettles will m vertue over- 
power a gallon of the dittilled wa- 
ter; a decoftion or expreſſion of 
ground uy, or Fumitory, in the. quan- 
tiry of a ſpoonful, contains more 
of the ſpecific, than a Rundlet of 
their diſtilled moiſture. Poppy wa- 
ter may juſtly be rejeted, where 
one drop of Syrup of Poppy is en- 
rich'd with more vertue, than a 
pint of the diftilYd Liguor. The 
deobſtruent endowments of all bit- 
ter Hetbs, as Wormwood, Succory, 
Elicampane, Hoarhound, and German- 
der, remain in the bottom of the

Still, whilſt the Liquor that's fe- 
paratcd from them, is ſcarce good 
enough to waſh hands. Sorrel, Le- 
mon, Citron, Oranges, and other foure 
materials, will ſooner be burnt, or 
affected wich an empyreum 1n the 
bottom of the diſtilling Veſſels, 
than throw up their acidity to the 
Alembic: The diſtillation of Oxc 
dung doth hetter ſute with the Im- 

loy ofa Tom-t- d, than with the 

rofeſſion: of ſuch noble DoRors, 
that have particularly inſerted it 
in their grave Diſpenſatory. Can 
there be ſo much madneſs fixt in 
the belicf of any Phylick Door, 
or decrepid Nurſe, that Water 
drawn by diſtillation from Swal- 
lows, or Magpyes, ever cured ihe 
falling Sickneſs, or any fort of 
Convulſions? The number of wa- 
tcrs to be diſtilled, ought to be li- 
mited to ſuch Vegetables, as patr 
take of volatile Parricles,and others, 
whoſe fragrant ſcent is tran{migra- 
ble with » oY humidity ; and the 


molt neceſlary of thee arc fo Y 
that 
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that ten, or a dozen, may for .rca- 
dy Vehicles, and other ules, over- 
ſuſfiſe. T'o what purpoſe chan do 
the Auguſtan DoCtors in their Phar- 
macopxa, and in imitation of them 
others in theirs, command near. a . 
hundred ſimple Waters. to be. di- 
ſtilled, unleſs to. make a Well of 
the Apothecaries Shop,. to their 
neediets trouble and charge, and 
yet-grudge them to reimburs their 
amn age in pouring of them. into 
the {inck every entuing ycar, by; 
charging their loſſes on the higher 


| prizes of ſuch [Mcdicines, which 


they thall haye, opportunity of ſel- 
ling 2 ſothat in this ſenſc 1t 1s not 
eleven pence 4n the Shilling profit, , 
but. rather 'twelve pence/in the Shil- 
ling los ; for which the poor Apo-.

The Patient very. rea- 
dily conſented ro the two tormer 
conditions, Time and Money ; but 
to the third being encirely averlc, 
took his leave with the ceremony 
due to.ſo famed a Phyſician, and 
applyed himſelf to another of a 
much lower form, who with little 
preamble adviſed him-ro the Bath, 
where he reccived a pertett cure 
in ſix weeks.

Bever, a huge weighty Cane (that 


adds much ) and a pretended Con- 
ſcience will extreamly ( as Rheto- 
ricians ſay ) incline the hearing, 
and gain the aſſent of his ſick Au- 
ditor, infomuch that his Spirits 
will be rouſed thereby, that he may 
plainly ſee them walk and jump 
all over his Phyſf. in ablithe Coun- 
tenance; this fourbery repeated
